Strong efforts are 
being made to have all 58 counties in California on for the 
contest duration. Highlights for this year's contest include 
a change in the QSO points for cw contacts (cw contacts will be 
worth 3 points each, phone contacts 2 points each), and the 
awards have been expanded to included 3 trophies: one for the 
highest scoring out of state Single op, one for the highest 
scoring California single op, and one for the highest scoring 
California county DXpedition. One rule of particular note for 
this contest: each station may be worked once per band per mode,

Single Ops may operate only 24 hours; off times must be clearly 
marked in the log.
